MUSHROOM SPAWN 


Cultural Directions—Ten pounds will spawn about ten feet square. Mushrooms can be 
grown in any dark room or cellar where the temperature can be kept at from 50 to 70 degrees. 
From some old pasture procure good rich soil, and to every bushel of this soil add two bushels 
of fresh horse manure. Of this well-mixed compound prepare a bed, say four feet wide. Put 
down a thin layer and pound it down hard, and go on till you have a bed twelve or eighteen 
inches thick. As soon as the temperature of the bed falls from 75 to 50 degrees, the spawn may 
be inserted in pieces about the size of a walnut about two inches deep and six inches apart. 
Cover with loamy soil about two inches deep and beat it down evenly and firmly. Finish off 
with a covering of clean hay, about a foot thick, and the work is done. If the temperature 
is right, in six or eight weeks you may expect mushrooms. The beds will continue bearing from 
twenty to thirty days. After the first crop is gathered spread over the bed an inch of fresh soil, 
moisten with warm water, and cover with hay as before. The main conditions in mushroom- 
growing are proper and uniform temperature and very rich soil.
